When the Italia got here from the 
Mediterranean last Sunday the work 
of Ihe agents had progressed so suc­ 
cessfully that an agent had arranged 
a meeting with a stoker named Ge-aie 
Paoletti, -10 years old, to take place in 
the back room of the saloon at Blee­ 
ker street and Broadway. 
The agent 
represented himself to the stoker as a 
private banke r, and offered to buy «, 
bundle of the bad money. 
The agents 
ch arge that Paoletti came to the sa­ 
loon with $2,.">00 in $5 counterfeit bills 
T h e agent agreed to take over this 
“ roll” at once and pay in return $8 7.7 
All th!? being agreeable as they sat 
in the backroom Paoletti told him all 
about the engraving of the plate by 
an artist at Livorno, who rot 
1,000 
francs for the job. 
After a conference with the a ss ist­ 
ant United States attorney who rep­ 
resented the government, U. S Com­ 
missioner Shields held the stoker un­ 
de r $15,000 
The stoker, who vv; - not 
represented by counsel, asked that he 
be given time to discuss his case with 
a lawyer. 
He said that if given time 
he would tell “ the whole truth.”

Washington, Dec. 8 .—With one of 
the largest gatherings of waterway en­ 
thusiasts ever assembled to discuss 
waterway Improvements, the seventh 
annual convention of the national riv­ 
ers and harbors congress met here. 
Following the call to order by Rep­ 
resentative Joseph 
E. Ransdell of Lou­ 
isiana, president *of the organization, 
the opening address was delivered by 
President Taft. 
Prominent among the speak ers tp be 
beard are Governor Deneen of Illinois, 
Governor Harmon of Ohio. Ambassa­ 
dor De la Barra pf Mexico, Clifford 
Rifton, chairman of ¡hi* Canadian con­ 
servation commission; Representative 
Champ Clark of Missouri; Brigadier 
General William H. Blxby , chief of the 
United States engineer corps; Senator 
William E. Borah of Idaho and James 
A. Patton of Chattanooga, president of 
the Tennessee River Improvement as­ 
sociation. 
The convention will last 
three day s. 
The Illinois delegation to the con­ 
gress is headed by Governor Deneen, 
and is made up of forty representative 
business men from the state. 
Governor Deneen’s deep waterway 
policy , that of a nine-foot channel and 
immediate action to 
develop 
water 
power, has more friends in the delega­ 
tion than Senator Lorimer’s fourteen- 
foot channel, with construction held 
up pending the co-operation of the fed­ 
eral government. 
A committee was appointed by the 
delegation to draft resolutions to be 
submitted to ihe rivers and harbors 
congress setting forth the demands of 
Illinois for water improvements. 
The committee will ask a liberal ap­ 
propriation from the federal congress 
for the improvement of Chicago har­ 
bor and will probably indorse Govern­ 
or Deneen’s waterway project.
